Tool and Toro, as the 
founders of the band, attend all 
sessions which take place on 
Friday nights or Saturday 
afternoons, with usually three 
other members present, Mike 
(Tool) sings lead vocals, plays 
backround piano, and writes 
lyrics while Scott plays guitar, 
saxophone and harmonica, sings 
and writes most lyrics.

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A few months ago, the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States handed down a decision 
on a controversial case 
regarding student searches. In 
its decision, the Court held 
that a teacher or administrator 
could search a student's 
personal belongings if he or she 
had a reasonable suspicion that 
the student was carrying a 
contraband, Before the 
decision, an administrator 
needed "probable cause" before 
searching a student, Now, 
however, the Court has made it 
much easier for a student to be 
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searched, and, I believe, is 
depriving young people of their 
Fourth Amendment rights. 

When a student enters a 
school, he should retain the 
same rights which he is 
afforded everywhere else. Asa 
citizen of the United States, he 
should be protected by the 
Constitution both in and out of 
school, and the Constitution 
clearly prohibits unreasonable 
searches and seizures. It is 
unreasonable for an 
administrator to have the power 
to search a student at will, 
without a shred of evidence to 
justify his suspicions. If we can 
guarantee criminals their 
constitutional rights, shouldn't 
we do the same for our 
children? 1 fear that the 
Supreme Court is setting a 
dangerous precedent, and I urge 
you to challenge it bfore it is 
too late!

On Feb. 13, Eric Staffin 
and I represented Colonia High 
School at the 6th annual Bill 
Bradley Day at Rutgers 
University. We were both 
looking forward to the day, but 
we had no idea it would be so 
exciting. After a short 
registration, we were welcomed 
by the President of Rutgers 
University, Dr. Edward J. 
Bloustein. After a short speech 
by Dr. Bloustein, Senator Bill 
Bradley took the podium to give 
us his welcome. We all knew it 
was just a welcoming address, 
but it gave everyone a great 
feeling just to hear him speak 
to us in person. 

At 10:00 A.M. we left for 


the first of our two study 
sessions. For our first study 
session, Eric and I chose 


"America's Role in the World." 
This session was led by the 
newest member of Bill Bradley's 
staff, David Apgar. At first, 
most of us in the conference 
room were a little hesitant 
about speaking out in front of 
20 or 25 other strangers, but 
after a few minutes, a heated 
discussion built up. We first 
directed our arguments to the 
question of South Africa and 
their apartheid governmental 
system. I think it is a relatively 
safe conclusion to state that all 
of us were’ opposed to the 
situation in South Africa now. 
However, there was one boy in 
the room who thought that we, 
the United States, had no right 
to intervene and try to stop the 
situation. Immediately, the 
entire group began yelling and 
screaming, and soon. the boy 
held back his opinions. 

After draining that 
subject, we moved on to the 
subject of U.S. and Soviet aid 
and intervention in Latin 
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America countries. This 
discussion needs little 
explanation because I'm sure it 
can be guessed what was said. 
Once again, we said that it was 
America's job to protect those 
third world countries from 
communism. And once again, 
that same boy disagreed. He 
said that we should let those 
countries become communistic 
if that is what they choose. 
“We can not make up their 
minds." Immediately, we jumped 
down his throat and he 
withdrew again. 

At 11:00 A.M. it was time 
for our second study session. 
Eric and I both chose "Avoiding 
Nuclear War." This session was 


headed by a more experienced 









member of Bradley's staff, Bill 
Taylor. After a few minutes of 
preliminary discussion, we came 
to the consensus that although 
a daņgerous and scary method, 
deterrence, or preventing 
nuclear attack by increasing 
our own nuclear arms, was the 
most effective way of avoiding 
nuclear war. After arriving at 
this conclusion, we threw 
around suggestions on nuclear 
defense or any way besides 
deterrence, to prevent nuclear 
war. A popular defense 
mechanism was a shield around 
the country to prevent nuclear 
missiles from hitting. 
Incidentally, that proposal was 
introduced by Eric Staffin.
